Does Owensboro Messencer In 
Its Answer Filed Here 
Monday. 



The Owensboro Messenger filed its 
answers last Monday in the libel 
suits, two in number, now pending in 
the Circuit Court here against it. 
These suits were filed March 28, 1906, 
by Messrs. J. M. DeWeese and E. M. 
Woodward, for alleged libelous arti- 
cles published In the Messenger con- 
cerning them in connection with the 
suicide of Miss Prudle Ford, the beau- 
tiful school girl who drowned herself 
in Rough river Marcli 22, 1906. 

The documents are quite bulky, 
(ontaining eighteen pages of typewrit- 
ten matter and set out in detail its 
various publications in connection 
with the unfortunate tragedy. It de- 
nies that any of the articles were pub- 
lished with liltelous intent or desire 
to do plaintiffs injury, or that any 
libel resulted therefrom which, of 
course, are questions for trial juries 
to determine. The answers close with 
following reference to the Messenger's 
editorial comment, but for which the 
suits would not have been brought; 

'The editorial of March 2.'>, 1906, com- 
plained of in the petition, was writ- 
ten by Mr, Trey Woodoon, the chief 
editor and owner of tlie Owensboro 
.Messenger. It was written in gootl 
faith, and without any purpose what- 
ever to do |>laintiff the sliglitest in- 
justice. Tl)e said editorial was not 
directed at, and had no reference to. 
plaintiff. Mr. Woodson, who wrote 
the editorial, had been absent from 
the city of Oweusl)oro, and the State 
of Kentucky, for a numl)er of days 
pryor to March 2.'>.aud only returned. 
on the night of March 24ih. He had 
no personal information as to the 
facts connected with tiie suicide of 
Miss Ford, aud relied in good faith 
on what liad l>een publisiied, and be- 
lieved said publiciitions were true. Ih 
read the account of the dea^h ot Miss 
Ford as i)reviously detailed In the 
Messenger, aud believing them to be 
true, he wrote tlie editorial comphil ti- 
ed of He did not kuow.at the time 
he wrote the editorial, that the genu- 
ineness of the original letters, liad 
ever been questioned. 

The sole purpose of said editorial 
was to condemn the uncharitableness 
of the public in Its criticisms in mat- 
ters Involving scandal. The editorial 
was not Intended to apply, and does 
not apply, to plaintiff, or any othei 
single individual, and in writing it de- 
fendant did not have plaintiff in mind 
and nothing in said editorial had any 
reference to him. The object of the 
editorial was to call public attention 
to the fact that it is a mistake to 
make charges against either men or 
women involving their character, ex- 
cept as such charges wtie sustained 
by positive proof, and to warn the 
public that it ought not to attack 
any Imiiortance to grave charges 
against mail or women excep, c.s the 
charges were first clearly she” u to 
be true, and to protest against the In- 
clination, on the part of the public to 
cast reproach upon the character <>f 
any one except as the facts fully au- 
thorized such criticism. Yhis was the 
sole purpose for which said editorial 
was written." 

These cases are set for trial to- 
day.

Fallen Into disuse has the “lid" in 
Louisville, and it is now apparent that 
the efforts of the advocates of Sunday 
closing will not prevail during the in- 
cumbency of the present State admin- 
istration. Since the appointment of 
County Atorney Robert W. Hlnghain 
and Kennedy Helm, as special counsel 
for the State, Governor Heckham has 
done nothing to enforce the Sunday 
law. 

For several weeks now the saloons 
have been wide open, the screens liave 
been disposed with and the blinds 
raised. With only two exceptions every 
taloon in Louisville was oi)en yester- 
and it is easy to see that the “old 
times" are back again. Even at the 
hotels, where the bars were screened 
for months after the Sunday closing 
movement was Inaugurated, all for- 
mality is dispensed witli.and one can 
now get drinks with meals or order 
them at the bar, which is wide open. 

Out in the State the Sunday closing 
law is rigidly ob.served. in Owens- 
l)oro, for Instance, under the direction 
of Mayor W, M. O’Hryan, a Repul>llc- 
an official, the “lid" is on good and 
strong. Several saloon keepers vio- 
lated the law and they forfeited their 
licenses to do buBlness and were heav- 
ily fined in the Police Court. Mayor 
O’Hryan says that he has exiierlencod 
little trouble in enforcing the law. 
The same conditions exist in other 
Kentucky towns,, including I^exlng- 
ton, Madlsonvllle. Henderson and How- 
ling Green. 

It is only In Louisville. Covington 
and Newport that tlie law Is so flae- 
ranfly disregarded. Hurlng the cam- 
paign preceding the noniocratic pri- 
mary Gov. Heckham promised to close 
the saloons In Louisville on Sundnv. 
He made this iironilse in ail of hl.s 
speeches, and thus won the support of 
not only the anti-liquor iieople, hut 
that class of voters who favor Sundry 
closing. 

In the State it is generally believed 
that the “lid" Is on in Louisville and 
It is only recently that the people have 
had their eyes open. -\t the Seelhach 
recently were two prouiliient Demo- 
cratic politicians who had supported 
Heckham because of his advocacy of 
the Sunday closing law. They were 
surprised on their first Sunday in 
I^oulsvllle to find the saloons wide 
■open and doing business as on week 
days. 

“If the situation In Louisville was 
known to the ])eople out In the State 
Gov. Beckham would be severely con- 
demn^,’ said one of the politicians, 
who comes from an anti-liquor coun- 
ty. “The hope for Democratic success 
In Kentucky next year is to wage the 
campaign on the platform on which 
Heckham was nominated. However, 
people will not be fools enough to 
take a promise next time; they will 
have to have results." 

“It Is evident now that Beckham 
was simply making promises during 
the campaign. He has had several

A. Everltt.of the Amer- 
ican Soi'iety of Equity, bps Issued 
the following Imiiortant recommenda- 
tions; 

In view of the gravity of certain 
conditions existing and relating to the 
agricultural Industry ip .America, 1 
deem It wise to call meetings this 
spring, In all States possible, so that 
these conditions may he considered, 
before the 1907 crops are planted. 

Only a part of the 1900 crops are 
selling at the minimum prices set by 
the society In Its last annual conven- 
tion. Of the others the buyers s.ny 
there were raised too much anJ they 
cannot pay the prices. Also the rall- 
roail companies claim that farmers 
have raised such large crops that they 
cannot haul them to market and many 
of the members of the society and 
non-members have lost heavily by 
their crops damaging or rotting at 
home or beside the railroad tracks, 
because they had not anticipated 
such a condition ami were not jire- 
jiared to properly store them. 

.Votwitlistandlng the conditions ns 
stated in Ibis country, we find that in 
Kussia anil China millions oi people 
are starving or are near to the point 
of starvation. .\ml there are others 
millions of p(K)f people in this coun- 
try and others who have not suffi- 
cient to eat, or obtain It only at great 
sacrifices of life, not as it conies 
from the farm, but as it conics from 
the mills, packing lionses, factories 
and handlers. The consumers (piite 
generallv believe tli6 fanners are re- 
sponsiMc for the liiuh price.s, but they 
arc not. 

The government has been aiipealod 
to to correct some of these conditions, 
but without avail and they continue 
and, sad to rclat**, each year they 
UTow woi.se. 

Now. therefore, as president of the 
American Society of Kiinity, I recom- 
mend that in all .Sl.Hes. where there 
is a Stall' union of the .\merican .So- 
ciety oi Kipiity. tlie inesident call a 
mass meeting of ail larmcrs and 
friends of farmeis to meet on or 
iiliout .\liircli t’i.

Senator Blackburn’s Good For- 
tune. 

(KreniDic ro»t.) 

At the close of his political course 
Senator J. C, S. Blackburn is to re- 
ceive from a Republican President 
an executive appointment which will 
connect him with a great public 
work, with twice the salary he has 
received in the House or in the Sen- 
ate, 

It is an unexpected close to a 
stormy career. In politics Mr. Black- 
burn has been the most implacable 
of partisans. He has pursued his 
personal aims with a reckless disre- 
gard of consequences to his political 
as.sociates and a thorough contempt 
for the rights of his opponents. 

Jie divided the Democratic party 
in 1895 by refusing th stand for the 
indorsement of Cleveland and Car- 
lisle, and drove it to defeat. 

He kept the legislature of 1896 in 
riotous .session for sixty days, in or- 
der to prevent an election of his own 
successor. 

He went to Frankfort to urge the 
passage of the Goebel bill in 1898, 
and in 1899 boasted thereafter if 
there was any stealing it would not 
be done by the Republicans. 

After the election of 1S99 he forc- 
ed a contest on the Legislature 
against the be.st judgment of his par- 
ty and opposed the amendments to 
the Goebel law rec?bmmended by Gov. 
Beckham and supported by the so- 
ber judgment of the Democratic 
party. 

He consigned to hell the whole of 
the Eleventh district and gloried in 
the extravagance of parti.san de- 
nunciation and factional outrages. 

Even the Democratic jiarty tired 
of the verbal exces.ses, and the last 
Legislature consigned him to pri- 
vate life. To-day he is without po- 
litical following in Kentucky. He 
is chietly responsible for the divisions 
within the Democratic party and for 
the years of political disturbances 
from which the state is emerging 
under the lead of abler and more 
.self controlling leaders. For forty 
years he has been in public life. He 
has had a fatal readiness of speech 
which has obstructed all effective 
action. In all his ca.*eer there re- 
mains no work accomplished and no 
.speech the Democratic party would 
not willingly see obliterated. The 
one watchward he has given his par- 
ty is, ‘‘if there is any stealing done 
hereafter it will not be done by the 
Republicans.” 

Any review of the political career 
of Senator Blackburn must close 
with the remark that in all the for- 
ty years nothing was so unexpected 
as such an appointment for such a 
partisan leader coming from aPresi- 
■dent whose greatest unfinished task 
is the Panama canal.

The development of a gold field 
within eight miles ot Louisville is 
among the possibilities of the near 
future. George Bowers, a farmer on 
the Ohio river eight miles below New 
Albany, has procured the services of 
an expert miner to develop the gold 
prospect of the river hills on the In- 
diana side below the city. The ad- 
vent of the expert has created great 
excitement in the neighborhood of the 
supposed gold mine, and the progress 
of the prospecting will be watched 
with eager interest. , 

For the past five years there has 
from time to time been found in the 
hills on the Ohio river eight miles be- 
low New Albany small veins of ore 
which contain tiny particles of gold. 
Competent experts have tested the ore 
and tested to the genuineness of the 
gold, but the precious metal exists in 
such small quantities that it would 
not pay to mine it. 

Mr. Bowers, on whose farm is the 
most promising croppings, believes 
that by prospecting deep enough in- 
to the hill a profitable gold mine can 
be develoited. The hill on which the 
croppings have been found slo|>es fron 
ihe river a mile back to its summit, 
and it is in the south side of the 
hill that all of the cruiipings have 
been found. 

On the Wright farm, which joins 
the Bowers farm, traces of gold have 
also been found, and it is hoped by 
the farmers of the vicinity that a 
promising gold field may be discover- 
ed. The prospecting of Mr. Bowers 
will be commenced at a point half a 
mile back from the river and about 
half way to the top of the hill, and 
shafts will be sent back penetrating 
to the center ot the knobs.

It is seldom Indeed that the masses 
of the American people have been 
worse humbugged by any measure 
than they have hen by th so-called 
denatured alcohol law, or the law re- 
moving the Internal revenue lax from 
alcohol whose uses for beverage imr- 
poses had been entirely destmroyed. 

It will be remembered that I'p-to- 
Date Farming did not gush over Hie 
bill when it was u pfor passage as 
did some of our contemiioraiies. On 
the first place, we did not bellete 
the possibilities of denatured alco- 
hol ere so great as many claimed 
them to be; and. In the second idacc 
we were sure Its manufacture would 
be so hedged In as to make it im- 
liosslUe for local distilleries to pn.- 
duco it. 

But it has turned out even worse 
than we feared. The rulings ol the 
department, as we snsiiected would 
be the case, place Its manufacture en- 
tirely beyond the reach of an> but 
the rielies-t cllslilleries. In tl;e next 
place, the deiiarlment of of chemist r\ 
at Washington jiroves that the waste 
products of the farm cannot be used 
In the mamifaciure of th.ls alcohol oi. 
account of ihelr small per ctiUage c.i 
alcohol and the cost of the ac’nlter- 
am«.

If the city dcj.ends for it.- 
suptily on railroads the same thing 
happens, because at all the county 
stations the supplies fall whenever 
the roads are out of order.

If the roads were all good. ( very farm- 
er could always be ready lo haul stuff 
whenever there was a de... .nd and 
I there would be a much stc.id pr de- 
mand than at present. When roads 
are poor farmers rush their stuff in 
whenever the roads get In fair coadl- 
tlon, and they overstock the market; 
s|>ccuIators buy at cut prices and 
store away In anticipation of the time 
when farmers will be unable to 
haul. The farmers sell most of his 
stuff on an overstocked market part- 
ly because he has a limited time In 
which to haul it, and as theconsumer 
buys only as he needs It, he never 
takes advantage of the overloaded 
market but waits and buys it of the 
speculator when prices are away up. 

A steady market and a fair price 
Is what th fanner wants, and that Is 
all he wants. If he knows how much 
to expect for a certain amount of the 
product of his labor, he knows how 
to figure on producing and marketing 
that amount, but where he has to 
guess that imtatoes will he worth fif- 
ty cents a busliel and then gets only 
twenty-five cents he will only raise 
half as much the next year, ami the 
consumer will , pay seventy-five 
cents or a dollar a bushel. In order 
to raise the right quantity of imtatoes 
to keep the market fully supplied ev- 
ery year the farmers must orgaaize, 
and that they have raised the right 
amount, they may be able to market 
It, they must have good roads so they 
will not be compelled to haul at any 
particular season of the year. Elvery-
